For example, there has been 
a wholesale slaughter of cows and 
heifers, and it is possible that this 
may result in scarcity of breeding cat- 
tle. 
If the exact status of this poini. 


could be determined, breeders would 
know just what to do. At present al- 
most nothing is known in regard to the 
supply and demand for meat cattle. 
The country might be on the verge of 
a shortage, and uo one could say such 
a shortage exists until it vvaa actually 
here. The markets arc controlled by 
the visible supply from day to day, aud 
farmers may sell their stock at panic 
prices when the actual conditions do 
not Justify so doing. More than 8,000,- 
000 farmers and stock raisers are in- 
terested in live st«ck statistics.

cause this conformation indicates good 
constitution, capacity for growth and 
for producing ultimately a relatively 
high percentage of the most valuable 
cuts. Select feeders with broad, flat 
backs and long, level rumps. 
Tbey 


should possess straight top and under- 
lines which should be nearly parallel: 
should be low at the flanks, thus form- 
ing good depth, for the barrel of stoek- 
ers and feeders as well as dairy cows 
should be roomy. An animal which is 
too paunchy, however, is objectionable 
to the butcher. 
The matter of low 


flanks should be emphasized, as it is 
an almost unfailing sign of good consti- 
tution and good feeding quality. 
It 


should be borne in mind that the 
stocker and feeder, thin in flesh and 
largely destitute of external or surface 
fat affords the best possible opportu- 
nity of determining the covering of 
natural flesh characteristic of the ani- 
maL 


Smooth Outline and Mild 
Eye. 


' Secure as much smoothness of out- 
line as is consistent with low flesh, be- 
ing especially careful to avoid too great 
prominence In hips, tail head and shoul- 
ders. 
Avoid rough, open shoulders, 


sway backs and large, coarse heads 
with small eyes set in the side of the 
head. Short, broad heads and short, 
thick necks Indicate strong tendencies 
toward beef making. A large, --promi- 
nent and mild eye is to be desired. The 
mild eye denotes that the animal has a 
quiet disposition, which all feeders 
know is so desirable in a steer intended 
for the feed lot. The distance between 
eye and horn should be short, and the 
horn should be flat and of medium fine- 
ness rather than round and coarse. 
The lower jaw should be heavily coat- 
ed with muscle. The muzzle, lips and 
mouth should be large, but not coarse. 


Good General Quality. 


It is well to distinguish between 


what might be called general quality 


i and handling quality. 
By general 


quality is meant general refinement of 
external conformation as seen in the 
head, horn, bone, compactness 'and 
smoothness of outline. General qual- 
ity is affected by nothing so much as 
by breeding. Good quality is seldom 
found in a plainly bred steer, but is 
generally characteristic of a well bred 
animal. 
While it is a characteristic 


that involves many points and is diffi- 
cult to describe, it is this characteristic 
more than any other that we depend 
upon as indicating that the animal has 
within it the possibility of making a 
prime steer. 


Desirable Handling: Quality. 


Good handling quality indicates that 


the possessor is a good feeder. 
It 


shows that the animal is in good health 
or thrift and capable of beginning to 
gain as soon as an abundance of food 
is supplied. We speak of cattle as pos- 
sessing good handling quality when the 
s!:in is mellow and loose. 
A thick, 


mossy coat of hair of medium fineness 
arid a moderately thick skin are desir- 
able.—II. W. Mumford, Illinois Experi- 
ment Station.

bred, with a few hundred dollars 
should essay to make a living in this to 
her untrodden fm'd, the- first thing she 
would be almost dead sure to do would 
be to lose all the money she had and 
still be ignorant of her trade. The right 
thing in such a case would be first to 
attend a school of practical gardening, 
even spending all her money in getting 
the necessary knowledge. At the end 
she would at least know how aud be 
ready to go to work. 


Here again, though, there Is difficulty, 


for the United States is almost desti- 
tute of schools of horticulture. 
At 


some of the state universities and agri- 
cultural colleges are gardening courses 
for both sexes, and these are better 
than any other kind. At the same time 
it is beyond doubt that if a school of 
horticulture for women were started hi 
every state in the Union it would pros- 
per from the beginning. 


Enterprising and up to date farm 


women who know the practical part 
of gardening might everywhere earn a 
good sum annually by taking a few 
boarding pupils into their homes and 
instructing them in this sure way of 
earning a good living.

Wonderful Growth nnd Ability to 


Sevlt Water D*-«-j> In t!*e Croond. 
That alfalfa is a deep rooting plant 


Is well known. An Onocdaga coun- 
ty (X. Y.) correspondent of Orange 
Judd Fsriufr says: Hamlet Worker, 
one of the k-admpr dairy farmers of 
this county, brought me the most per- 
fectly exhumed root I evor saw. The 
upper portion had been destroyed by a 
cavein of the soil. The inis;-;ng por- 
tion was carefully estimated at 2V- feet 
long. The preserved portion measures 
13 feet 10 inches. This plant was from 
a field sown in April, lOui. The soil 
is a jaiixture of clay and sand on a 
high knoll. At a depth of thirty inches 
is a layer of very hard conglomerate 
or cemented gravel. 
Below that is 


coarse, sharp sand. The discovery of 
this sand led to toe opening of a bed 
and the destruction of the hill. Gradu- 
ally the excavation had undermined 
ie meadow, nnd the thick, fibrous 
roots of the alfalfa plants have formed 


ery pretty draperies for the cave. 


Mr. Worker at considerable trouble un- 
dertook to save the system of a finely 
developed plant and succeeded 
per- 


fectly. 


Tracing tbe Lone Taproot. 


After clearing the sand from the 


great mass of fibrous roots at the low- 
est extremity, he followed the taproot 
straight up to the stratum of conglom- 
erate, which bad to be broken up w-ith 
a sledge hammer. Through this ada- 
mantine crust the root had managed to 
penetrate in a zigzag course for six 
inches until the sand was reached. .Ex- 
cept for the crinkling of the root In this 
part it is not otherwise deformed by 
this rocky soil. Having once found its 
way through, it continued to expand 
and make room for itself. The diame- 
ter is quite uniform from the surface 
of the ground to a point about eleven 
feet in the earth and is the size of an 
ordinary lead pencil. At that point the 
bushing habit begins, and the remain- 
ing five feet is most accurately de- 
scribed as a long and heavy horse tail. 
Of course the feeding roots must at 
one time haye been developed near the 
surface, and there is evidence all along 
this taproot of the former existence 
of rootlets which have been absorbed 
or sloughed off.

IS'o up to date stockman thinks 


in these days of rapid growth of feed- 
ing a steer after he has passed his thir- 
tieth month. In the same way the big 
hog of 300 to 500 pounds weight has 
also disappeared. 
A young animal 


makes its most rapid growth during 
the first days of its existence. 
The 


rate of growth decreases gradually 
with age. 
The secret of success in 


swine raising, then, is to sell the ani- 
mal as soon as it ceases to convcrl 
feed into flesh with profit. This means 
of course, a qui—, maturing type, and 
the result is "pig pork." Tho pig has 
been forced b3- a sort of hothouse proc- 
ess to make at 200 pounds a close imi- 
tation of a fully matured ho?, just as 
baby beef has by special development 
and selection been made to take the 
place of the ripened steer. 
Keep no 


pigs during the winter months except 
for breeding purposes. 
Sows should 


farrow in March or April, and with 
their litters well protected against in- 
Clement weather they will get a good 
start, so that the husky little wean 
lings will go on summer pastures in 
fine order. 
What Sends n Little Pig to Market 


Good pastures should be the piece do 


resistance of. young porkers' diet, witli 
middlings and sklmmilk on the side, 
garnished with charcoal, and don't for- 
got that a pig takes water like a duck 
A most successful pig feeder in St.

If busi 
less conies ia, the tmusiiio:) is coia 
nouJy marked by jagged hues. Cosi> 
mercial jtmctmvs. often of a elie.tp 
and undesirable aspect, are built out 
to the street, while the dwellings stand 
recessed back :it irregular intervals. 
And when at last the street is fully oc- 
cupied for business purposes it is alto- 
gether too narrow. The roadway and 
sidewalks are cramped, and often a 
ividening has to take place at the pub- 
ic expense. If built up closely to the 
iue with dwellings, the street is likely 
to lack air and sunshine, and the tend- 
ency is toward squalid conditions. 


An excellent remedy for these evils 


g offered in the Massachusetts law 
that empowered municipalities to ea 
:abllsh building lines at any desirey 
distance back from the street lino 
When such a line is established, nf 
buildings can be erected on the inter 
rening space. 
The municipality ac- 


quires an easement in this strip ot 
and, which can still be used by tho 
owner for anything but building pur- 
poses, and on the establishment of 
such a line owners may claim dam 
ages, as in case of takings for a street 
widening. 
It Is, however, commonly 


more of a benefit than a damage to 
have property thus restricted, for it 
assures a more permanently desirable 
character to the street, and In case a 
itreet widening should ever be called 
for no obstacles will stand in the way. 
By taking the restricted strips there 
will be ample room for the wider road 
way and sidewalks. 


Ideals for attractive street planning 


are to be found in many parts of tho 
United States. There is nothing more 
charming as a rural street than that 
of a New England village at its best- 
lofty aisles of leafage, the trees with 
feet in a carpet of turf at the sidewalk 
border; the houses quiet and unob- 
trusive, standing well back nnd mark- 
ed with the true home character, 
whether they are bumble cottages or 
abodes of the rich. The noblest de- 
velopment of such rural streets is to 
be found in the old towns of the Con- 
necticut valley and in western Massa- 
chusetts. 
There the main highways 


have 
an 
extraordinarily 
generous 


width, often giving room for quadruple 
rows of old elms and broad spaces of 
turf, the roadway requiring only a nar- 
row space" in the total width of the 
thoroughfare.

Protection of Street Treed. 


If n tree lias been well scraped of the 


cocoons that contain the eggs, it may 
be protected from the caterpillars that 
are allowed to develop on neighboring 
trees by u band of tar or other viscid 
substance painted around the trunk 
and renewed from time to time so tlnit 
it will not get dry. There is no perfect 
protection, however, since caterpillars 
suspend themselves by silk fibers of 
their own spinning and are 
wnftod 


when thus suspended from an infeetod 
to n nonlnfected tree. An occasional 
spraying of the tree's leaves with n BO 
lution of paris green or london purple 
will poison the caterpillars without 
hurting the trees. All these precau- 
tions. If persevered In, would soon end 
the caterpillar pest.

But in- 
terest charges have been vastly re- 
duced, the aggregate being now about 
529,000,000 annually. And with the

government 


bonds not only command ready sale, 
but Americans hold most 
of them, 


showing the enormous advance that 
has been made in the financial capac- 
ity of the people. There are in this 
country so many persons of ample 
means looking for safe and conserva- 
tive, investments that the low irate 
-,'ovennnen.t bonds aie held almost ex- 
. lusivcly in the United States.

FEW AMERICAN SAILORS. 


Though Captains Prefer Them To 


Those Of Other Nationalities. 


It is a fact to be regretted 
that 


sailors born in the United States are 
becoming fewer 
every 
succeeding 


year. Of the seamen employed in. the 
coasting trade we dare say three- 
'ourths are Scandinavians, and most 
of those employed on cur yachts are 
of the same nationality. It is cited 
as a curious fact that many of the 
Scandinavians were not sailors in 
their o\yn country, but, coming here 
,o get work of any kind, fell in with 
.heir countrymen Who are manning 
essels and decided to go to sea. 
Strong and enduring, they make good 
sailors, and, it is prophesied, bid fair 
o drive out all other nationalities. 
Jut for all this the captains of "deep- 
ea" ships all agree that they pre- 
fer native American sailors to all 
others. 


It is well known that the modern 


ship differs very much from the ship 
of twenty-five years ago; her rig- 
ing is of steel and 
the 
sails 
are 


loisted1 and the. capstan is worked 
>y steam, while there are various me- 
chanical contrivances, such as patent 
halyards and blocks. Therefore, to 
handle her rightly requires more In- 
elligence than was formerly requisite 
or a sailor. It takes less than one- 
half as many men to handle a ship 
of, say 2,000 tons, as it did twenty-five 
fears ago, but they must 
be good 


men And it is agreed that the Am- 
erican sailors can do the work o^n a 
modern vessel as no other sailors can. 
They are quick, bright and1 bandy. 
They can do anything and always be 
lepended on in an emergency crisis, 
"or they rise to the occasion. 


The reason for the scarcity of Am- 


erican sailors is that there is not 
siifflcient inducement for them. They 
can make a 'better living ashore, and 
more easily, than they can at sea. Be- 
sides, if a native American goes to 
sea and does not become an officer in 
six years or so, he leaves. 
Most of 


hem do become officers, and there 
would be more American sailors If 
there was more money for them. For- 
eign seamen prefer American vessels 
>ecause they receive better treatment 
on them than on, ships of any other 
country, the only other nation coming 
anywhere near to us being the Brit- 
sli, since the passage of the Plimsoll 
aws.

onger exists In its place is the "for- 
ward house," a roomy,

structure. As a rule, the food of sail- 
ors on American vessels1 is better than 
the law requires.

rare thing to find a foreigner in the 


cabin of an American vessel, and the 
orew< was composed almost entirely of 
iright, active, ambitious American 
bo3rs and young men, many of whom 
soon worked their .way up to be offi- 
cers, ami carried the stars and stripes 
on every sea, in. every commercial 
harbor of the globe, flying proudly 
over the finest wooden, 
ships

world has ever soen.

The indications for treatment arc 


isolation of the affected ones, a com- 
liiete renovation of the henhouse by 
scraping the floors, burning old nests, a 
liberal coat of whitewash to all wood- 
\iork and coating the floors with a lay- 
er of lime. Tbis is to be followed by 
medicinal treatment of the affected 
ones. This should in part consist of 
th'e use of antiseptic washes for the 
oostrils. mouth and throat. Any of the 
lolkiwing washes may be used: A 2 per 
i:ent solution ot" creolin applied to the 
parts with a brush: equal parts of kero- 
sene and olive oil or cottonseed oil, 
boric acid, fifteen grains to the ounce of 
water. 
In applying any one of these 


solutions first remove those portions of 
the patches which can be detached 
without causing blood to flow. It is 
considered good practice to also dust 
the cleansed surfaces with flowers of 
sulphur. 


The following wash is recommended 


by Salmon: Dissolve thirty-five grains 
of chlorate of potassium 
ar.d two 


grains of salicylic acid in one ounce of 
water nnd add one ounce of glycerin. 
Apply tbis llijuid to the spots two or 
three times a day, and give a tcaspoon- 
ftil of the mixture internally to each 
fowl. Great relief is afforded the fowls 


] by fumigation. 
Place the fowls in a 


tight building and pour oil of tar on a 
hot brick, piece of iron or a shovel. Do 
this twice daily. 


The tumors which form on the bend 


should be opened with a sharp knife 
and their contents washed out.

This Is one of the most expensive 
items in the care of horses or dairy 
animals, but with all kinds of poultry 
a very small shelter will accommodate 
a large number. Just along the same 
line comes the thought of inclosurcs. 
All other farm animals have to be 
fenced in to keep them home or in the 
right place at home, while the poultry 
roam over the whole farm. 


Another great thing in favor of poul- 


try raising is the comparative ease 
with which it can be done. Think a 
minute of the drudgery necessary In 
making a pound of butter for sale, s:nd 
then compare that with the labo? re- 
quired In marketing a dozen eggs 
which would give the same return. 
To be sure, there is a time in the year 
when the closest attention is needed to 
rn&ke a success of raising poultry of 
tiny kind, but when that time is over 
the marketing of poultry or gathering 
in the eggs is very easily done and re- 
quires no great amount of time. 


There must be some way of stopping 


the little leaks in the family pocket- 
book if forming is to be made success- 
ful, 
and poultry and eggs to take to 


town are just the right thing to stop 
that leak. If the egg and chicken nidii- 
ey pays all the living expenses, niorcy 
from the sale of other products can be 
used to great advantage somewhere 
else. Poultry brings in returns all the 
time, every week in the year, just as 
the family need it. Many cases might 
be cited where farmers' wives have 
paid all ti'-» Vvi--*C expenses of large 
families simply by the poultry sales. 


One of the greatest reasons why 


poultry raising is profitable on the 
farm is because the eggs and chickens 
help the farmer's wife in preparing the 
meals. Nothing we can raise on me 
farm is more valuable as food than 
eggs. Nothing contributes more to the 
farmer's good appetite than good fried 
chicken in hot weather when other 
fresh meat cannot be obtained.—Ex- 
tract From an Address of Mrs. A. J.

the chicks have grown to maturity and 
arc ready to begin returning a profit 
to offset the cost of raising. 


The food which they have consumed 


can be counted ns nothing, since it has 
all been raised on the farm and would 
have perhaps gone to waste were it 
not for the fowls which gather it up. 


The bogs, the cattle, the horses, all 


waste and scatter corn and oats, nnd 
the patient hen gathers all up and is 
over content to go her way. 


The good hen will lay from twelve to 


fifteen dozen eggs a year, all of which 
arc worth, whether on our table or in 
tho market, fully 15 cents a dozen. 
Now let any farmer figure on this, with 
nothing to decl^ft as cost, find say It is 
not business policy to have a nock o£ 
hens along with his other farm prod- 
nets.

Offers 


Amendments for New Hampshire 
Constitutional Convention. 


Hon. William E. Chandler has sent 


out a letter to the members of the 
constitutional convention, which will 
convene Eec. 2, end of which Mr. 
Chandler is a aiember. He suggests 
the following amendment 
affecting 


trusts: 


-"Individual enterprise and competi- 


tion in trade should be encouraged 
and 
protected 
against 
monopolies 


which tend to hinder or destroy them. 
It shall be the duty, of the legislature 
to limit the size and functions of all 
corporations, 
to prohibit fictitious 


capitalization there and to provide for 
their supervision and government, so 
that they will be the servants and not 
the masters of the people." 


The 
ex-senator 
offers 
another 


amendment, which reads as follows: 


"It shall toe the duty of the legisla- 


ture to supervise 
and regulate all 


corporations; to prohibit a fictitious 
capitalization and devices for the sup- 
pression of competition, to prevent 
their improper interference by money 
or otherwise with legislation, or politi- 
cal government, and to secure public- 
ity in.'their operations." 


Mr. Chandler asks the delegates to 


consider the above amendments and 
to draw up something better in their 
own language. He says: "The more 
carefully drawn 
propositions 
there 


are coming from different minds, the 
greater the chance of hitting upon, the 
most appropriate expression."
